Such an outstanding athletic hero, 
whose whole life demonstrates the value of his 
practice and teaching about ‘‘Clean Living and 
the Race of Life’’, gains for the League a

WHAT and WHY Is 
THE TEMPERANCE LEAGUE 
of NEW JERSEY 


THE TEMPERANCE LEAGUE OF NEW JERSEY 
is an agency maintained by the churches of many 
communions. Through it is expressed the concern 
felt as to the damage done by the custom of drinking 
alcoholic beverages. The League is ‘‘THE CHURCH 
IN ACTION’’. 


IN ORGANIZATION The Temperance League 
is a Board of Trustees, elected from the membership 
of churches in the State. These employ a staff, hear 
annual reports, adopt an annual budget, elect 
officers and an Executive Committee of laymen, 
women, and ministers who exercise close over- 
sight of activities and finances. 


VIEWPOINT -In practicing, teaching, and advocat- 
ing total avoidance of alcohol in any beverage 
form we are guided by the medical wisdom of the 
twentieth century and the age-long experience of 
mankind, as recorded in the Bible and present-day 
police reports. This position is supported by coach- 
es, top-flight athletes, medical scientists, military 
commanders, and successful business and pro- 
fessional people. 


THE MENACE to the efficiency of our people 
and to the life of our Nation which drinking causes 
is readily seen. It plays a large part in the break- 
down of integrity in social, political, and family 
responsibilities. It figures in a high percentage of 
crime, divorce,juvenile delinquency, and the fright— 
ful accident record. In schools, and every area of 
life, drinking of the common beverages of alcoholic 
content creates serious situations. 


FALLACIES - The public has been misled as to the 
nature and effects of drinking beer and similar 
beverages. Much popular opinion on this subject 
cannot endure sincere examination. The Church of 
Christ is under obligation to instill truth into the 
thinking of the people. The League feels commiss- 
ioned by the Master to strive to aWaken the church- 
es to a courageous demonstration of vital concern.

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PRESIDENT ’S CORNER....... 


In behalf of the old and new officers of the 
League, greetings! We are formulating plans to 
make the league a greater force in our State. 
Two things that can do it: the power of God and 
the degree to which the right-thinking people of 
the State will get behind the movement. What a 
tremendous job to be done! 
During 1954, a big stride was made; perhaps 
chief of which was bringing to our State, Dr. 
Glenn Cunningham, world-famed Christian 
athlete. This was accomplished under the able 
leadership of our late and lamented President, 
Walter Pruden, working with State Superinten- 
dent, Rev. Brown McDonald. In High Schools 
alone, Dr. Cunningham contacted and held at 
close attention, nearly 50,000 of our approx — 
imately 150,000 young men and women. In one 
suburban town alone, five boys told their Prin- 
cipal that they had elected to stop drinking. 
Were this the only good done, it would have 
been money well spent. 
The challenge is, however, to bring Glenn Cun- 
ningham back to New Jersey to meet and talk 
with the remaining 100,000 young boys and 
girls. Many high schools are eagerly awaiting 
his return. Superintendent McDonald also is 
cordially welcomed in scores of high schools 
over the state. But the league’s small income 
hampers the service. Here, friends, is where 
you can actively step into the picture. Your 
officers, taking over in January, have found 
that the league is operating on about the same 
sized budget, $16,000., as a church in a com- 
munity of say, 5,000 population. 
Did you ever stop to realize the tremendous 
funds the alcoholic beverage forces are pouring 
into radio, television, newspapers, movies, 
billboards and magazines? 300 million dollars 
a year! For example, a single full-page adver- 
tisement in one of our large city dailies, in 
preferred position, costs $3,945.00 for just one 
insertion. A billboard sign on the roadway calls 
for $600.00 yearly rental. If every cent of the 
league’s budget was put into newspaper ad- 
vertising, alone, it would last just four pages 
and everything would be over until 1956. 

FOR ALL DENOMINATIONS 
The league is set up for all denominations. 
However, no denomination, State-Wide, feels its 
responsibility. At present not a single one con- 
tributes to the cause of the temperance league. 





Therefore, our revenue, comes only from in- 
dividual friends of the cause, and local church- 
es, societies, and Sunday Schools which in- 
clude us in their budgets or give an offering. 

Nevertheless, there is an encouraging note. 
Alcoholic beverage is being recognized more 
and more as a highway killer, a wrecker of 
homes, a spur to vice and crime. Even persons 
who drink are becoming alarmed. There is an 
increasing public conscience on this problem. 
It will continue to increase as the accidents 
roll up and more and more families have the 
specter of highway-deaths pass through their 
homes. 

IN CONCLUSION 

We are very anxious, along with the other mem- 
bers of your official family, to get the League 
going ahead full speed. 
If your church hasn’t our cause on its budget, 
won't you decide now to be a committee of one 
to see that it gets there? Your reward will be 
a strengthening of the ranks of good over evil. 
With God’s help, we CAN do the job!
